Seventy-five Persons Now Employed 


and More Will be Put on Payroll aa 


Soon *s They Learn the Trade— 


Mill is Constantly Expanding. 


Twenty new looms have been in- 


stalled by the Clearfield Textile com- 
pany and will be in use by August 1. 
making in all forty looms in use at 
the silk mill. The work of finishing, 
which consists of shearing and stick- 
ing, has been lately introduced, as 
singeing and ironing soon will be, 
which makes the silk or velvet plush, 
the finished product. 


Seventy-five people are employ- 


ed at the mill and more are being 
taught the trade as they are needed. 
The tune usually necessary for learn- 
ing to use one of the machines is 
about two months. 


How Silk is Made. 


The thread is first wound on spools, 


then cleaned upon another machine, 
next conies warping and quilting. The 
silk is then ready to be woven, which 
is done upon a large loom. Then it is 
finished by shearing,sticking, singeing 
and ironing. For the latter two pro- 
cesses the plush from the Clearfield 
mill is sent to Norwich, Conn., but in 
a very short time the work will be 
done here. 


No plush is sold from the Clearfield 


mill, all of the cloth being shipped 
away. Part of the machinery in the 
mill is American made,, part French. 
All of the machines are run by motor 
power. Both white and black plush 
are made, the white being dyed at the 
dying factory after it is shipped from 
the mill here. 


Sanitation is Excellent. 


There is perfect sanitation through 


the mill, and plenty of light and room 
Ventilation and heat are secured by 
driving air with huge fans through 
the building. The humidity of the air 
is also controlled by the ventilation 
system, making it possible to raise 
or lower amount of moisture in the 
air in the building. 


A large tank is situated on the 


grounds near the mill, to be used in 
case of fire if for any reason the wa- 
ter pressure of the town should be 
cut off. Will Enlarge in Time.

Stopping Nosebleed. 


There are two little arteries 


! which supply the whole face 


with blood, one .on each side. 
These branch off from the main 
arteries on each side of the wind- 
pipe arid, running up toward 
the eyes, pass over the outside 
of the jawbone, about two-thirds 
of the way back from the chin 
to the angle of the jaw, under 
the ear. Now, suppose your 
nose bleeds by the right nostril, 
with the end of the forefinger 
feel along the outer edge of the 
right jaw until you fee! the beat- 
ing of the artery directly under 
your finger, the same as the 
pulse in your wrist; then press 
the finger hard upon it, thus 
| getting the little fellow I in a 


tight place between your finger 
and the jawbone. 


The result will be that not a 


drop of blood goes into that side 
of the face, while the pressure 
continues; hence the nose In- 
stantly stops bleeding for want 
of blood to flow, and the rup- 
tured vessels in the nose proba- 
bly by that time will contract, 
so that when you let the blood 
into them they will not bleed. 
Bleeding from a cut or wound 
anywhere about the face may be 
stopped in the same way.

Variety In Strawberry Time. 


To the woman whose duties as house- 


wife include the task of devising des- 
serts for the year tbe coming of DIG 
strawberry season IB a relief. 
The 


family is then treated to froth straw- 
berries for lunvu, Btrawberrles IIDI! 
cream for dinner, strawberries for 
lunch tomorrow and strawberries and 
cake tomorrow dinner. 
Of course 


every one likes strawberries, and fresh 
fruits are unquestionably healthful, so 
why not have strawberries for break- 
fast when they are In season instead of 
other fruits? 


The really wise housewife makes 


strawberry desserts l$st through the 
strawberry season by varying her way 
of presenting them. and It would be 
difficult to find a fruit that may be 
served in a greater variety of delicious 
ways. 


Strawberry Shortcake. 


Take four eupfuls of sifted flour, 


three heaping teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, one teaspoomul of salt, one 
teaspoonful of butter, one teaspoonful 
of lard and enough sweet milk to make 
a soft dough. Take the hulls from two 
quarts of strawberries and sprinkle 
them with graulated sugar, enough to 
make a quantity of sirup, and let theil 
stand for half an bour. Sift the salt, 
flour and baking powder together, rub 
in the shortening and thuii with a fork 
stir in lightly and quickly the milk, 
making a dough that is too soft to be 
rolled. Turn this Into two greased 
tins and bake a light brown in a quick 
oven, testing with a straw to see when 
done. Butter the layers and spread 
the first -with strawberries, pouring 
over a part of the Juice. Place on top 
of this the next layer, the rest of the 
berries and juice, set in the oven a few 
moments and serve hot with a 
of sweet cream. 


ffiirty minutes, watclfng that if does 
not get too thick. Beat the yolks of 
six eggs very light and add to the boll' 
ins simp. Stir a moment over the fire, 
then turn Into a large bowl and beat 
until cold and thick. Then add one 
pint of strawberry juice and freeze. 


Strawberry Cake. 


Make a sponge cake according to any 


good recipe, bake In a border mold and 
let stand till night. Ten minute* be- 
fore serving arrange the cake on a 
platter and 811 the center with alter- 
nate layers of whole berries and sweet- 
ened whipped cream, putting a rim of 
the cream around the outer edge of the 
cake and bordering; It with berries. 


Strawberry Fritter*. 


Take one capful mashed nnd strain- 


ed stcavfberrles. three beaten eggs, 
one tablcspoonful sugar, one cupful 
flour, one teaspoon fnl baking powder. 
Add more flour If needed to make bat- 
ter stiff enough. 
Drop by spoonfuls 


Into very hot fat and fry like dough- 
nuts. Serve with mashed strawberries.

Strawberry Pie. 


Line a deep pie plate with pie crust 


and prick in several places. Bake to a 
delicate brown- 
Pill the shell with 


crushed, sweetened berries and spread 
with whipped cream. Or place one 
quart of sweetened berries In a deep 
baking dish, cover with a sheet of rich 
pie crust and bake. 


Strawberry Jelly. 


Make a lemon jelly and fill your mold 


with nicely picked strawberries. Poor 
your lemon Jelly over them till the 
mold Is full. 
Set on Ice to harden. 


Serve with sagar and cream. 


Strawberry Omelet. 


When you find a nice box of ripe 


strawberries fine in flavor buy them 
and also half a dozen of the freshest 
eggs. 
Pick over the berries, saving 


out about half of the finest solid ones. 
Cut these in half, put into bowl and 
add two large tablespoonfuls of sugar, 
mixed with a little grated orange peel 
and a dash of lemon juice or grape- 
fruit. 
Set In refrigerator. Make an 


omelet of tbe six eggs and when ready 
to fold over fill with the sliced berries 
drained from all juice. .Turn the om- 
elet out on the dish, dust with pow- 
dered sugar and serve at once. 


Jellied Rice With Strawberries. 


Wash one cupful of rice through sev- 


eral waters, put on to boil with four 
quarts boiling water and boil fifteen 
minutes; drain. Have two eupfuls of 
milk in top of double boiler, add the 
rice and boll thirty minutes; ad'd one 
teaspoonful gelatin, which has been 
dissolved in one tablespoonful boiling 
water; add three-quarter cupful sugar; 
stir until dissolved. Pour into mold or 
bowl, which has,been rinsed with cold 
water, set aside in cold place until 
ready to serve. Turn the rice out on 
large plate or bowl, and pour crushed 
Btrawberrles around or over. 


Strawberry Whip. 


Pick over, wash, hull and drain ber- 


ries. There should be one and one- 
fourth eupfuls. Put in a bowl with one 
cupful of powdered sugar and the 
whjte of one egg. Beat using a wire 
whisk, until the mixture is stiff enough 
to bold its shape.

It Is not always convenient to carry 


a box of polish In one's traveling bag, 
but a "strip polisher." which can nei- 
ther upset nor smudge the contents of 
one's bag, answers the purpose quite 
as well for a short journey. In fact. 
It's not a bad thing to have tucked In 
the corner of one's bedroom shoe box 
at home. 


To make the polisher take a strip 


of velvet or plush about four Inches 
wide and eighteen inches long and at- 
tach to the ends two little sticks, 
round or square, about a half inch 
thick. The sticks should be given a 
coat of glue and then rolled Into each 
end of the cloth sufficiently to cover 
the wood with the material.

Seventy-five Persons Now Employed 


and More Will be Put on Payroll aa 


Soon *s They Learn the Trade— 


Mill is Constantly Expanding. 


Twenty new looms have been in- 


stalled by the Clearfield Textile com- 
pany and will be in use by August 1. 
making in all forty looms in use at 
the silk mill. The work of finishing, 
which consists of shearing and stick- 
ing, has been lately introduced, as 
singeing and ironing soon will be, 
which makes the silk or velvet plush, 
the finished product. 


Seventy-five people are employ- 


ed at the mill and more are being 
taught the trade as they are needed. 
The tune usually necessary for learn- 
ing to use one of the machines is 
about two months. 


How Silk is Made. 


The thread is first wound on spools, 


then cleaned upon another machine, 
next conies warping and quilting. The 
silk is then ready to be woven, which 
is done upon a large loom. Then it is 
finished by shearing,sticking, singeing 
and ironing. For the latter two pro- 
cesses the plush from the Clearfield 
mill is sent to Norwich, Conn., but in 
a very short time the work will be 
done here. 


No plush is sold from the Clearfield 


mill, all of the cloth being shipped 
away. Part of the machinery in the 
mill is American made,, part French. 
All of the machines are run by motor 
power. Both white and black plush 
are made, the white being dyed at the 
dying factory after it is shipped from 
the mill here. 


Sanitation is Excellent. 


There is perfect sanitation through 


the mill, and plenty of light and room 
Ventilation and heat are secured by 
driving air with huge fans through 
the building. The humidity of the air 
is also controlled by the ventilation 
system, making it possible to raise 
or lower amount of moisture in the 
air in the building. 


A large tank is situated on the 


grounds near the mill, to be used in 
case of fire if for any reason the wa- 
ter pressure of the town should be 
cut off.

Stopping Nosebleed. 


There are two little arteries 


! which supply the whole face 


with blood, one .on each side. 
These branch off from the main 
arteries on each side of the wind- 
pipe and, running up toward 
the eyes, pass over the outside 
of the jawbone, about two-thirds 
of the way back from the chin 
to the angle of the jaw, under 
the ear. 
Now, suppose your 


nose bleeds by the right nostril, 
with the end of the forefinger 
feel along the outer edge of the 
right jaw until you fee! the beat- 
ing of the artery directly under 
your finger, the same as the 
pulse in your wrist; then press 
the finger hard upon it, thus 
| getting the little fellow I in a 


tight place between your finger 
and the jawbone. 


The result will be that not a 


drop of blood goes into that side 
of the face, while the pressure 
continues; hence the nose In- 
stantly stops bleeding for want 
of blood to flow, and the rup- 
tured vessels in the nose proba- 
bly by that time will contract, 
so that when you let the blood 
into them they will not bleed. 
Bleeding from a cut or wound 
anywhere about the face may be 
stopped in the same way.

I stepped off the train at 8 p. m. 


Having searched the thesaurus in vain 
for adjectives.

drizzle. It Is not so fragrant as a

'tis enough—'twill serve. 


I went to a hotel in a tumbril. 
It 


required strong self suppression for 
me to keep from climbing to the top 
of it and giving an imitation of Sidney 
Carton. The vehicle was drawn by 


• beasts of a bygone era and driven by 
something dark and emancipated. 


The hotel was one of tbe kind de- 


scribed as "renovated." Tbat means 
$20,000 worth of new marble pillars, 
tiling, electric lights and brass cuspi- 
dors In the lobby and a new I* and N. 
timetable and a lithograph of Lookout 
mountain in' each one of the great 
rooms above. Tbe management was 
without reproach, the attention full of 
exquisite southern courtesy, the serv- 
ice as slow as the progress of a snail 
and as good humored as Rip Van Win- 
kle.

Variety In Strawberry Time. 


To the woman whose duties as house- 


wife include the task of devising des- 
serts for the year tbe coming of DIG 
strawberry season IB a relief. 
The 


family is then treated to froth straw- 
berries for lunvu, Btrawberrles IIDI! 
cream for dinner, strawberries for 
lunch tomorrow and strawberries and 
cake tomorrow dinner. 
Of course 


every one likes strawberries, and fresh 
fruits are unquestionably healthful, so 
why not have strawberries for break- 
fast when they are In season instead of 
other fruits? 


The really wise housewife makes 


strawberry desserts l$st through the 
strawberry season by varying her way 
of presenting them. and It would be 
difficult to find a fruit that may be 
served in a greater variety of delicious 
ways. 


Strawberry Shortcake. 


Take four eupfuls of sifted flour, 


three heaping teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, one teaspoomul of salt, one 
teaspoonful of butter, one teaspoonful 
of lard and enough sweet milk to make 
a soft dough. Take the hulls from two 
quarts of strawberries and sprinkle 
them with graulated sugar, enough to 
make a quantity of sirup, and let theil 
stand for half an bour. Sift the salt, 
flour and baking powder together, rub 
in the shortening and thuii with a fork 
stir in lightly and quickly the milk, 
making a dough that is too soft to be 
rolled. Turn this Into two greased 
tins and bake a light brown in a quick 
oven, testing with a straw to see when 
done. Butter the layers and spread 
the first -with strawberries, pouring 
over a part of the Juice. Place on top 
of this the next layer, the rest of the 
berries and juice, set in the oven a few 
moments and serve hot with a 
of sweet cream. 


ffiirty minutes, watclfng that if does 
not get too thick. Beat the yolks of 
six eggs very light and add to the boll' 
ins simp. Stir a moment over the fire, 
then turn Into a large bowl and beat 
until cold and thick.

Make a sponge cake according to any

Ten minute* be- 
fore serving arrange the cake on a 
platter and 811 the center with alter- 
nate layers of whole berries and sweet- 
ened whipped cream, putting a rim of 
the cream around the outer edge of the 
cake and bordering; It with berries. 


Strawberry Fritter*. 


Take one capful mashed nnd strain- 


ed stcavfberrles. three beaten eggs, 
one tablcspoonful sugar, one cupful 
flour, one teaspoon fnl baking powder. 
Add more flour If needed to make bat- 
ter stiff enough. 
Drop by spoonfuls 


Into very hot fat and fry like dough- 
nuts. Serve with mashed strawberries.

Strawberry Pie. 


Line a deep pie plate with pie crust 


and prick in several places. Bake to a 
delicate brown- 
Pill the shell with 


crushed, sweetened berries and spread 
with whipped cream. Or place one 
quart of sweetened berries In a deep 
baking dish, cover with a sheet of rich 
pie crust and bake. 


Strawberry Jelly. 


Make a lemon jelly and fill your mold 


with nicely picked strawberries. Poor 
your lemon Jelly over them till the 
mold Is full. 
Set on Ice to harden. 


Serve with sagar and cream. 


Strawberry Omelet. 


When you find a nice box of ripe 


strawberries fine in flavor buy them 
and also half a dozen of the freshest 
eggs. 
Pick over the berries, saving 


out about half of the finest solid ones. 
Cut these in half, put into bowl and 
add two large tablespoonfuls of sugar, 
mixed with a little grated orange peel 
and a dash of lemon juice or grape- 
fruit.

Jellied Rice With Strawberries. 


Wash one cupful of rice through sev- 


eral waters, put on to boil with four 
quarts boiling water and boil fifteen 
minutes; drain. Have two eupfuls of 
milk in top of double boiler, add the 
rice and boll thirty minutes; ad'd one 
teaspoonful gelatin, which has been 
dissolved in one tablespoonful boiling 
water; add three-quarter cupful sugar; 
stir until dissolved. Pour into mold or 
bowl, which has,been rinsed with cold 
water, set aside in cold place until 
ready to serve. Turn the rice out on 
large plate or bowl, and pour crushed 
Btrawberrles around or over. 


Strawberry Whip. 


Pick over, wash, hull and drain ber- 


ries. There should be one and one- 
fourth eupfuls. Put in a bowl with one 
cupful of powdered sugar and the 
whjte of one egg. Beat using a wire 
whisk, until the mixture is stiff enough 
to bold its shape. About one-half hour 
will be required for the beating. Pile 
lightly on a dish and accompany with 
cold boiled custard, vanilla flavored.

Homemade Article That Will Keep the

It Is not always convenient to carry 


a box of polish In one's traveling bag, 
but a "strip polisher." which can nei- 
ther upset nor smudge the contents of 
one's bag, answers the purpose quite 
as well for a short journey. In fact. 
It's not a bad thing to have tucked In 
the corner of one's bedroom shoe box 
at home. 


To make the polisher take a strip 


of velvet or plush about four Inches 
wide and eighteen inches long and at- 
tach to the ends two little sticks, 
round or square, about a half inch 
thick. The sticks should be given a 
coat of glue and then rolled Into each 
end of the cloth sufficiently to cover 
the wood with the material. 


This Is to keep the sticks from slip-
